Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In a follow-up discussion from an interview held with Ms. Morelli & 
Mr. Cookings, the issue of the previous 1 1 2 rejection was discussed. It was agreed that Fig. 8A of the drawings (step 
S5) can be amended, consistent with the language found on page 17, lines 12-20, of the specifcation, namely, "unique 
ID numbers of the nodes". Such an amendment would overcome the 112 rejection. In a separate issue, examiner will 
consider applicant's arguments with respect to the interpretation that in Staats, the 'record' includes both the node 
unique ID and the reference ID.
